Three military lorries, says the aceount,
were coming from Mallow when o bomb
was thrown ot the leading veliele, The
bomb missed its mark., Revolver fire
was then opened on the lorries, which
halted while the troops poured rifle fire
into both gides of the rond.

Aided by a smoke screen, continues
the mccount, the troops made n sortie
and ronnded up all the attacking party,
killing sixteen of them and eapturing
the remainder with all their guns, ritlos
and ammunition,
